It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meet- 
ings. In his absence, the Vice-President shall take his place. 
These officers being absent, a temporary President may be chosen 
from among the members present. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Quarterly meetings of this Society shall be held, commenc- 
ing Aug. 15th, 1901; and an annual meeting which shall be 
subject to change of time and place.

A special meeting shall be held at any time, upon the call 
of the President, notice thereof to be mailed by the Secretary to 
each of the members.

The Treasurer rendered his report. 

President Fuchs delivered his annual address. 

Election of officers for the ensuing year took place with the 
following results: 

President, Chas. Fuchs; Treasurer and Secretary, F. E. 
Blaisdell; Assistant Secretary, Leon Munier. 

Mr. Letcher proposed the name of Miss Bertha Chapman 
for membership, and Mr. Ehrhorn the name of Ross E. Winslow. 
Both were unanimously elected. 

James Cottle read a paper entitled, “My Second Trip to 
Shasta.” 

Prof. Wickham being called upon, responded with a few 
remarks about his collecting trip not yet ended. He stated that a 
visit just made to those lakes that are the remains of what are 
known geologically as the ancient Lake Lahontan and Lake 
Bonneville had been instructive. 

The taking of Cicindela echo at Salt Lake and at Honey Lake 
in Lassen County, and certain Bembidia with Tanarthus at both’ 
of those places, showed a similar fauna, while there were no 
signs of these species observed at Mono Lake (elev. 6380 ft.), 
which had a very different lacustrine fauna. 

Mr. Alex. Craw gave an interesting account of his work in 
the introduction of parasitic insects which feed upon scale insects. 

Mr. Geo. Coleman gave a talk on the ravages that Dendroc- 
tonus commit on the pines, with life history and means used for 
exterminating them. . 

L. E. Ricksecker exhibited a Scolytid beetle that he had ob- 
served attacking fruit trees (peach and others), stating that the 
insect selected the shaded sides of the trees for their depredations. 
He also exhibited the original works of Thomas Say, the “Amer- 
ican Entomology” in two volumes, published in 1824, also photo- 
graphs of the author’s place of birth, home and tomb. 

Mr. F. W. Nunenmacher exhibited the females of Dascyllus

Davidson, and some specimens of blown larve which showed 
great skill in this particular line of work. He also made some re- 
marks upon punctuation and fever, questioning their value as 
characters in the separation of groups in the taxonimy of Coc- 
cinellide. 

Mr. Cottle exhibited perfect specimens of Lepidoptera from 
Mt. Shasta, as follows: Sphinx lineata, with a marked variation 


in color markings; Sp. perelegans, etc. Fine Coleoptera, as: 


Pityobius murrayi, male and female; Hylotorupes amethystinus, 
Pachyta spurca, and Cychrus convergens (=opacicollis Casey). 
Mr. J. C. Huguenin exhibited specimens of Argynnis adri- 
anti (female) and A. lillian, a Satyrus near sylvestris, all taken 
in the Santa Cruz Mountains. 
Dr. Blaisdell presented a box of Eleodes (subgens Eleodes) 
showing the new arrangement according to his recent studies. 
A lunch was partaken of during an enjoyable discussion.

Miss Julia Wright read a paper giving a report and results 
of an outing at Towles, Placer County, California. 

Dr. E. C. Van Dyke gave a very interesting account of a 
short trip to the Lake Tahoe region. 

Mr. J. G. Grundel read a paper on the “Life History of 
Chrysophanes gorgon.” He also stated that the larvae of Thecla 
angustus very much resembles the larve of Ch. gorgon in shape, 
but that the color is pink, and it feels on the flowers and buds of 
the Yerba Santa (Eriodyction) during the latter part of March 
and in April. 

Mr. Edw. Ehrhorn made remarks on a trip to the Klamath 
Hot Springs, Aug. 10th, 1903; and to Pokagama, Sept. 10th, 
1903. The Coleoptera collected by him were identified by Mr. 
Fuchs and were as follows: Cychrus obliquus subsp. convergens, 
Deretaphrus oregonensis; Cucujus puniceus, larvae and pupe; 
Trogosita virescens, Platynus fossiger, Gyrinus sp., Anisodactylus 
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sp., [phthimus serratus, Dyslobus segnis, Peltis sp., and Cossonus - 


sp. Mr. Ehrhorn also stated that he took three new species of 
scale insects, and reported good collecting, especially about the 
lumber camps in Oregon. 

Chas. Riedy and S. N. Carnes were proposed for member- 
ship and duly elected. 

Mr. Grundell exhibited the pupa and food plant (Erigonum) 
of Chrysophanes gorgon; also, a tin cabinet box of his own de- 
signing. 

F. W. Nunenmacher exhibited eight species of Coccinellide 
from the United States, among which were Hyperaspis Hornu 
and Scymnus myrmidon. 

Miss Julia Wright showed a box of Coleoptera collected at 
Towles, Placer County, California, among which were Trachekele 
Lecontet* and Omus fraterculus Casey.” 

Fordyce Grinnell exhibited a box of Lepidoptera collected 
about Los Angeles, California, showing among others: Lasio- 
campa medusa, Anatolmis regulus, Nisoniades n. sp., Melitea 
wrighti, and Colias Casomia var. 

Mr. J. C. Huguenin exhibited a box of Lepidoptera, among 
which were: Limenitis Lorquinu var., Kodiosoma sp., Alypia 
lunata, Pieris sisymbri, Pyramets carye var. Mullert Letcher. 

Mr. Cottle showed Sphinx cersis; and Mr. Munier a box of 
Coleoptera. 

Dr. Van Dyke exhibited a box of Coleoptera collected in 
North Carolina, and in the Lake Tahoe region, California.

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Mr. Francis Xavier Williams was then elected a member of 
the Society. 

Mr. Fordyce Grinnell read a paper entitled, “An Early Cali- 
fornian Collector,” giving the history of the elder Lorquin. 

Mr. Chas. Fuchs followed with a paper on the “Habits and 
value of the Coccinellide.” 

Mr. L. E. Ricksecker reported that he had recently received 
a letter from Mr. Frederick Blanchard, stating that he was still 
at work on Entomological studies. 

Mr. Ricksecker gave his reminiscences on collecting from an 
old stump—‘‘a big one at that”! Special reference was made 
to some Elateride of the sub-family Eucnemine, particularly to 
a Dromeolus that he had distributed all over the United States. 

Mr. Blanchard desired more, as among those sent were some 
Dromeolus hospitalis. Those found upon spruce are D. califor- 
nicus, while the alder is the food plant of D. hospitalis. 

Dr. Van Dyke stated that he found D. basalis and D. califor- 
nicus on both pine and spruce. 

Mr. Ricksecker stated that Coleoptera feeding on certain 
Comfere will come to spruce in Sonoma County, as there are no 
« other species of Conifere there. 

Douglas spruce (Pseudotsuga mucronata Sudworth, called 
also red fir and Oregon pine) is probably the food plant. 

Mr. F. X. Williams, being called upon, responded with re- 
marks on a trip to Echo Lake, Shasta County, California, in 
June. He stated that the weather was cold; a number of Cara- 
bide and Buprestide were taken. Lepidoptera were not abun- 
dant. Thecla dumetorum, Lycenia prodace, and Sphinx perele- 
gans were taken. The country is rocky and ragged above the 
coniferous belt. Manzanita (Arctostaphylos) predominated. 
Chionobas were taken there. 

Mr. Cottle stated that some place should be determined upon 
for the Field Day in May. 

It was mentioned that the Society go to Alma, Santa Clara 
County, as Mr. Grundel was willing and desirous to aid the 
Society in making the day an event. 

Mr. Ricksecker desired the meeting to be held in Sonoma 
County, California. 

Alma was decided upon. 

Miss Julia Wright exhibited a box of Tasmanian Coleoptera. 

Mr. F. W. Nunemacher presented for examination, speci- 
mens of Hylotrupes ligneus and Polycaon sp. 

There being no further business, the Society adjourned in 
favor of social discussion and refreshments. 

Features of the evening were the souvenir cards prepared by 
Miss Wright. Each member present, as far as could be de- 
termined beforehand, received a card with his favorite insect 


painted upon it.
